The Lord Roos and Lord Sherrard were invited to ſtand, and at a general meeting 

of the Gentry and Freeholders of the County before thut time had, were agreed up- 

on ſo to do. This meeting was dcfigned to unite in the Ele&ion, that ſo trouble 

and charge might be prevented. | ; 

After the Writ was read, the Court was adjourned: into the field-rothe intent, that 
the Sheriff upon a full and diſcin& view of the Freeholders accompanying each par- 
ty that ſtood, might be able to judg who had the Majority, and ſo proceed to declare 
the Elettion. 

Upon which view the Sheriff was of opinion, that the Lord Roos, and Lord Shey- 
rard were duly Elefted, and was ready to have declared the fame; but Sir Jobs: 
Hartop demanding a Poll, the ſame was granted, and the Court adjourned till Three 

, Mm the Afternoon to the Caſtle of Lezceirer, in order to the raking thereof; at which 
| time and place the Court met, and Clerks and Jucges of the Poll being appointed. they
